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Applicant's election of Group IV in Paper No. 7 is 
acknowledged. Because Applicant did not distinctly and 

specifically point out the supposed errors in the restriction 
requirement, the election has been treated as an election without 
traverse (M.P.E.P. § 818.03(a)). 

The drawings are again objected to by the Examiner as set 
forth in the previous Office action because in Figure 12B, a 
hydroxyl group appears to be missing from C-2 of the galactose 
moiety which is bound to neuraminic acid. The drawings are also 
objected to by the Official draftsperson as set forth on Form 948 
enclosed with the previous Office action. Correction is required. 
The Examiner notes that Applicant's response to the Office action 
of 03-13-93 did not acknowledge these objections.
